An often over looked fact is that a NAND gate can mix two square waves. I 
just gave it a try and it works FB. I mixed a 11.06 MHz xtal osc with a 4 
MHz L/C VFO (both made from a 74HCO4 inverter to produce square waves), in 
a 74ACOO quad NAND gate and after passing the output through a double tuned 
circuit, the 11.06 MHz signal is over 40 dB down from the desired 7 MHz 
product. Very interesting. I'll put some details up on my web page as soon 
as I get a chance...

This is part 4 of a series of articles that I am writing on how to become a 
builder of qrp ham radio gear. I plan on going from a rank beginner to 
advanced projects and giving suggestions on how to become a good builder. 
This installment will cover a couple of projects that are very important 
station accessories, a set of PC Board Paddles, and the NorCal BLT Tuner. 


First the paddles. I have a good friend, Dave Gauding, NFOR, who loves to 
build simple gear. He has messed around with building simple paddles for as 
long as I have known him. He also has a set of very nice Brown Brothers 
paddles, yet he continues to experiment because he likes to build, and it 
gives him pleasure to build a project and have it turn out. When Dave saw 
the PC Board paddles on the NorCal page, he told me that they were the real 
deal and worked surprisingly well for such a simple idea. The key to the 
paddles is that it uses PC Board for the arm of the paddle, nothing new with 
that, but the unique thing is that the board is given more flexibility by 
drilling a hole in it. Check out the drawings and pictures on the NorCal 
page and you will see what I mean. Here is the URL: 


http://www. fix.net/~jparker/norcal/paddle/nb6ém. htm 


Wayne McFee, NB6M, designed these single lever paddles, and they work 
brilliantly. The NorCal page has a full set of instructions on how to build 
them, all that you need is some double sided PC Board and a good iron. I 
use my soldering station and turn the heat up to 850 degrees and it works 
fine. You can also use a Weller soldering gun, which will provide plenty of 
heat. One of the things that often happens in ham radio is that one guy 
will come up with a good idea, and someone else will improve it. That 
happened in this case. Carol Mulder, PAOCMU decided to make a set of iambic 
paddles using Wayne's method, and he was very successful. Here is the URL 
to see the double lever iambic paddles.

Carol even shows you a simple way to put silver contacts on your paddles. 
This is a neat one evening project, and when you finish, you have a nice set 
of paddles to use with your station. Seabury Lyon, who lives in the 
Northeast, showed me a neat trick at Lobstercon. Seab likes to use 
something called poster stick, which is also called blue tack, to hold his 
paddles on his rig. Gives it a nice solid base, it doesn't move around, and 
is always handy. You can buy it at Staples or any office supply store. 

And, just in case you are wondering, that is ribbon cable being used as a 
cord for the paddles. Another "freebie" and a great idea. The neat thing 
about this project is that it is almost free to build. One hint, be sure to 
use steel wool to polish your pce board before you solder it. It works a lot 
better that way. Also, when you have to drill holes in small pieces it is 
better to drill the holes first, then cut off the piece from the larger 


piece. No kit is available for this one, so you get to scrounge the parts 
yourself. Ask around at the next radio meeting for help in finding the 
parts, or better yet, go to a swap or flea market and look for old relays 
and double sided pc board pieces. If you live near a PC board fabrication 
shop, ask them for their waste pieces and they will be glad to give you all 
that you need. 


The next project is the NorCal BLT tuner which is a bargain at $25 + $4 
shipping and handling from me. Here is the URL on this project: 


http: //www.norcalqrp.com/blt/blt.htm 


This tuner was designed by Charlie Lofgren, W6JJZ, who is the world's 
leading authority on Z-Match tuners. I asked Charlie to design a simple 
tuner that would work on 40 meters for a talk that I was going to give in 
Ft. Smith, Arkansas at Arkiecon, and he came through with the BLT. When it 
was tested with a 44 ft. doublet, we found that it worked on 40 through 10 
meters, not just 40!! What a deal. I designed the case, which comes with 
the kit, and the case is one of the reasons that I picked this kit to be 
part of this series. You will learn how to build good, solid cases out of 
PC board material. The parts come precut, all that you have to do is 
assemble them. Plus, the kit is not built on a board, it uses Manhattan 
style construction, which uses small pads glued to the circuit board as tie 
points for the components and the board itself for the ground plane. You 
just follow the schematic and build as you go. Very easy to do, and it 
frees you from having to build only projects that have a board. The kit 
goes together easily in one day, and when you finish, you have a QRP tuner 
that will handle up to 10 watts. The name BLT stands for balanced line 
tuner. This was designed to be fed with twin lead, ladder line, tv lead, 
any balanced line. But you can have a long wire and coax tuner too just by 
doing a simple mod. Put anothe BNC connector on the back of the tuner. 
Place a wire from the center conductor of the new BNC to one of the binding 
posts on the back (on the inside of the tuner of course). Then mount a SPDT 
switch with one side going to ground, and the other to the other binding 
post. Now, when you want to use the coax tuner or a long wire, simply throw 
the switch and ground the binding posts. Throw the switch back to use as a 
balanced line tuner. 


Plus, the tuner comes with a built in dummy load/SWR Indicator designed by 
Dan Tayloe, N7VE. The Indicator uses an LED that will go out when the the 
best match is made and SWR is lowest. Pretty neat idea, and it works great. 
Also, the kit comes with a very nice Lexan cover which were made by Dennis 
Foster, KK5PY. They really set off the tuner, and I love the "look" it 
gives it. You will like to show it off to your friends, and you won't need 
to take off the top to show it to them. Neat idea, thanks to Dennis for 
coming up with it, and making all of those covers. 


The two projects in part 4 will give you some more building experience, and 


teach you how to mount connectors, solder wires, do point to point building, 
and gives you a start on a great, tool, the Manhattan method of building. 
Hope you enjoy the series, and I encourage you to keep building and 
learning. Part 5 will be our first serious rig. It is a single band 
transceiver, and it comes with VFO and is a classic kit. You will enjoy it.

A recent post reminded me of the "forgotten" component that never surfaced in the 
"conjugate 
match" thread: 


"I would get the dipole as high as the wife allows. The length of 
the feed line is very critical. It MUST be at least as long as it needs 
to be to reach your radio or a 1:1 balun." 


Actually, with apologies to Maxwell, Bruene, and all the antenna gurus on this 
list, 

what happens at the feedline/antenna, tuner/feedline, rig/tuner, plate circuit 
etc. 

really doesn't matter at all, i.e., the whole conjugate match topic is a smelly 
red 

herring UNLESS the conjugal match is defined first. It doesn't take a Ph.D. in 
EE to realize that if the conjugal match on antenna systems is not a perfect 
1:1, we're not going to have a shot at any kind of conjugate match in the rest 
of the antenna system. Yes, I am implying that the XYL is the first quanitity to 
be 

defined and tuned to 1:1. Only then can we worry about all the unimportant 

stuff like what constitutes a conjugate match and how to achieve it! As per the 
above quote, the "length of the feedline is very critical," but even more 
critical than that is whether the feedline can be erected. That erection entirely 
depends upon the same in the conjugal match part of the system. So, I hate to 

be the one to point out that the whole conjugate match thread was ungrounded 

in so much as it did not take into consideration the whole antenna system.

Monday nite was not very productive from either a Rock Mite or Meteor 
standpoint. Stayed up til after 2:00AM despite real bad QRM from CBC just across 
the border, plus QRN from storms across the continent. I heard many callers, but 
they were rendered unintelligible by condx, so wore out my "vy sri QRM/QRN try 
later" groove. I really developed skill at piecing a call together from repeated 
fragments. I heard 'N9HNL' (?) at 0455 UTC say he was running a Rock Mite but he 
faded before we could complete. Thought I heard Doug KI6DS at 0658 UTC and sent 
him 339 QRM but no completion. Otherwise, no left coast QRP was heard. 


Between on-the-hr CQ -ing I sat in a lawn chair, ate fresh Toll House cookies 
and waited for meteors. ('lawn' is REALLY stretching it here in the woods) 
Several big "smokers" were seen, but the density of the Persieds shower was far 
less than I've seen on previous occasions.

The "Net-Net": 

Summer propagation is iffy at best at QRP levels and the ultimate test for those 
who venture forth on the lower bands. Rock Mite has proven itself a worthy 
"minimalist" offering at the QRPp level with excellent keying and an RX that 
hears very well, given a chance. Note that I hadn't taken the time to package it 


or add recommended controls that would have improved convenience. It was an acid 
test to be operating so close to the megawatt CBC just across the border. I did 
confirm that the resonant Folded Dipole effectively limited CBC impact compared 
to the 88' EDZ. (both with the Z-MATCH) 

R-M is a quick and easy project as designed and presented by Dave Benson of 
Small Wonder Labs. Under more favorable conditions, (propagation season, no big 
fat QRM-ers) it will indeed provide users that special thrill of "operating at 
the edge". I look forward to many more hrs of fun with this special little rig. 


I must add that the KD1JV analog audio filter board works very well with R-M. 
While not absolutely necessary, it narrows the audio pass band and provides 
effective AGC that makes it much easier on the ears under noisy condx. It should 
be part of every experimenters arsenal. So long for now

My K1 had the built-in tuner. I built 2 baluns for the output: 

1. As many turns of RG58 that I could get around a 4"x1/2" 
ferite rod. This worked fine on 40 and 20. I just took an old 
rg58 cable with a BNC on one end; wrapped it around the rod; 
taped it uip with electrical tape and placed two banana jacks 
on the loose end; then connect to 300/450/600 twin-lead. 


2. Found a 1" feritite toroid, type 43 in my junque box; 
Wound 3 wires, 10 turns each (trifilar) and configured 
as a 4:1 balun. Also worked fine. 


The K1 autotuner could tune 20 and 40 meter to an SWR of 1.5:1 
or less with various dipole lengths, typically 20-50 feet 
on each leg.

I bought the internal ATU for my K2. For a while I ran with a length 
of RG-58 to a 4:1 balun to feed my 300 ohm twinlead to a 40M dipole 
in the back yard. Works pretty good on the lower bands. 


But then I tried this BNC to binding post adapter from Radio Shack to 
feed the twinlead right at the radio. 


No balun, just direct to the twinlead. It also works pretty darn good. 
In fact, I don't use the coax and the balun anymore. Especially when 
I go camping. I just pull up a 40M dipole I keep in my camp-pack 

that has about 40 feet of the cheap RS twinlead feeding it and it goes 
right into my tent to the adapter on the back of the rig. 


I'll tell you, having that internal ATU is just SO sweet! Press a button 
and 10 seconds or so later you're on the air. Change bands, and it 
remembers where you were the last time. So when you set up camp, 

I just go to about mid-band of where I plan to hang out, do a tune, and 
I'm generally set for the rest of the week. From then on just turn on the 
radio and go.

Heck! I just made a W2DU balun on about 2 feet of Belden RG-58 and then 
hook it to twin lead that I'm using and the K1 has tuned everything I 
tried ( folded dipole of 300 ohm TV lead with same for feed line and 
102' dipole with 450 ohm ladder line feed). They both worked well, but 
I have no idea about the efficiency of the tuner. YMMV

My K1 had the built-in tuner. I built 2 baluns for the output: 

1. As many turns of RG58 that I could get around a 4"x1/2" 
ferite rod. This worked fine on 40 and 20. I just took an old 
rg58 cable with a BNC on one end; wrapped it around the rod; 
taped it uip with electrical tape and placed two banana jacks 
on the loose end; then connect to 300/450/600 twin-lead. 

2. Found a 1" feritite toroid, type 43 in my junque box;

Wayne, you might try during the day when there are fewer stations on the 
air(If£f your schedule permits). I live in North Idaho and have found 
stations out there at high noon when the band seemed to be dead. Short 
range skip is common during daytime when using a dipole at less than optimum 
height (NVIS) and the results can be very rewarding in the form of clear 
band reception for us QRPers. For example, one day in January this year I 
worked a station about 35 miles north of my qth, next was a call froma 
station near the Canadian border... about 80 miles or so. The next two were 
near Seattle... all on my Tuna Tin 2 and a homebrew regen receiver and all 
one right after the other. No interference - QRN/QRM. (That's why it stands 
out in my memory.) 


So, It can be done... I have since added a scratch-built DC receiver, 
replacing the regen. And I'm using a home brew version of the TT2 which has 
Varactor tuning (about 2 khz) and muting. Output is less than 1/2 watt, so 
all contacts are exciting! 


Keep trying and you'll find the magic is still there.

Karl, et. al., 

I'm not sure I agree with this GENERAL statement. I am a night owl, and 
the vast majority of my QSO's are usually conducted on 40M CW following 
the 10pm news. I get on an average of 2-3 times a week, 100% QRP, using 
either my FT-817, 2020, or some rig I'm building. From New Mexico, I 
regularly work the entire country, from one coast to the other. Some 
nights are duds ... just nobody to work; other nights, the night owls 
along the east coast and Canada are also on and QSO's are plentiful. I 
have QSO'd LOTS of guys from this very list on 40M CW in the evenings, 

and they are running everything from K1's, K2's, FT817's, etc. to Tuna Tin 
2's, SMK-1's, etc. (i.e., a range of power from 5W to 200mW). I've worked 
many Cubans, a bunch who come on around midnight (2am Havana time - 
something I've never figured out), and most of them are running QRP. 

True DX is rare, although an occassional JA or ZL happens, but certainly 
no real limitation on working a QRO or QRP station in North America. 


There will be nights where night time propagation is poor on 40M, due 
mostly to minor geomagnetic storming, which basically means QRP signals 
are getting gobbled up in the noise. So do the QRO signals. This time 
of the year, lots of QRN can be present due to thunderstorms as well. 
But even those are pretty well over by 8-9pm on a stormy night. This 
tends to make 40M much noisier in the summer, and thus quieter in the 
winter, aS you pointed out. But it does not make the band useless in 
the summer. 


Folks, there are just gonna be times where you get on the air and just 


can't raise anybody. Times where you tune up and down the band and 
nobody seems to be on. It's frustrating, but it happens. With 5W QRP 
and a fairly decent antenna, you should beable to have QSO's on 30/40M CW 
in the evening most of the time. A simple tuned half-wave antenna up as 
high as you can get it (30 feet or more) is a great starting place. 

Short antennas, end-fed gizmo's, wet-noodles in the attic will all work, 
but never with the efficiency of a good old dipole. I've been very 

happy with my G5RV (except lousy on 30M). 


And one last 40M hint ... if you can't find someone to talk to or answer 
your CQ, then for Pete's sake, get away from 7040 for awhile. Discover 

the 7050-7060 region (often QRS folks), or the great guys to QSO around 

7025-7040. You'll be surprised how many are also QRP. QRP is NOT just 

7.040 MHz.

On 20 meters it is 1.25 wavelengths long. This length gives a theoretical 
3-dB gain over a dipole in the same location fed with the same power. It 
also tunes readily from 80 through 10 meters and provides gain on 40 meters 
up compared to a dipole. 


It is of a non-resonant length on any ham band, so extremes in line input 
impedance are not as great as with resonant lengths, such as 66 ft for 40 
meters or 135 £t for 80 meters. Thus, it can be far easier to load on 
several bands that so-called "resonant" antennas. 


It is well known that resonance conveys no benefit to the antenna's 
radiation performance, so nothing is lost in that regard. 


All in all, it is a neat antenna that works well on several bands. I have 
two of them up about 35 feet in a cross configuration so that I can change 
the lobe directions with the flip of a switch.

Seriously, sounds like time for solid metal-to-metal contact both at the 
antenna mount-to-door interface and door-to-frame. There must be 
someone on this list who can offer specific suggestions.

They're actually swamping the radiation 
resistance and the result is poor radiatiing efficiency. [It seems 
counter-intuitive, but reducing the other losses will cause the SWR to rise. 
For this situation, it means that SWR alone is a poor indicator of how well 
the antenna system is doing. ]

Check into a couple of the white LED head lamps marketed to the 
backpacking crowd. These run on 3 x AAA cells and advertise life at 
something like 50 - 150 hours per battery set. "Bulb" life (actually LED 
life) is in the ten's of thousands of hours. While I can't vouch for the 
150 hours on a set of batteries (I haven't used them that long) I can say 
they are xvery long livedx. The light, while bright, is diffused -- not 
the focused beam of a typical flashlight or Maglight. 


I currently own two. As a backpacker, and former mini-Maglight user, I 
will never go back to traditional incandescent -- battery hungry, bulb 
busting -- lighting. These LED headlamps are small (2 - 3 oz) and are 
"just right" for task lighting associated with field operations. 


My favorite is the PrincetonTec Aurora, which can be found at their web 
site by digging around under "What's New"... This light has 3 
brightnesses, plus 2 flashing settings (emergencies?)...

Hello guys - 

Anyone have a schematic for a 220 MHz band pass filter that doesn't use 
cavities? Toroids, air cores, and even tunable slug configuration I can 
handle. It is a band pass I want after the mixer, right? To filter out the 
78 MHz and the 144 ... so at minimum I need a high pass, and a low pass? Any 
pointers here would be good. 


Also, need a 39 MHz crystal that can be either run @ 78 MHz or doubled 
there. Rather oscillate it directly @ 78 MHz ;) contact me off list if you 
have one you'd be willing to part with. I picked 78 MHz because 144 and 78 = 
222 ... 76 (38) would work easily as well, wouldn't it? 


I'm going to use your basic SBL-1 mixer with a '5109 amp after it. Close 
enough - I don't really care if it is the most sensitive thing in the world 
as I am planning mostly FM repeater with it. I probably won't use a preamp 
if there is one repeater close enough to get away with that. The 2N5109 has 
an Ft of 1200 MHz so I'm sure I'll use that as a QRP final out of the 
converter. (thanks DIZ!!) If I do need a preamp, I'll probably use a '5109 
there, too. 


A bunch of you had pointed me to some kits and transceivers. Thanks a 
million for the pointers, but I really want to do this one ‘down n dirty 
dead bug.' Nothing fancy - I just want to be able to communicate in ‘good 
enough' style on 222. if I make it work I'll put some pics and notes on one 
of my web sites. 


This is definitely a minimalist project ;)
